The Rebel Losses Were

It is reported that General Mac- 


Arthur with Ileaton's brigade and 
an armored train is awaiting at 
Malolos for the sirategy moment 
for an advance on Calurapit. This 
advance from Malolos is momen- 
tarily expected to begia. 


The town of Malolos will bo evac- 


uated, only the railway station be- 
ing held. The natives are return- 
ing there in groat numbers. All 
aro professed non-combatants. Tbo 
army gunboats being unable to as- 
cend the river to co-operate in the 
movement on Calumpit have re- 
turned to Manila.

thickly wooded and the hardest for 
fighting. The rebels along the Big- 
big river were reinforced from Cal- 
umpit as tho troops under General 
Halo approached. 


During the day tho Americans 


captured 250 prisoners. 


As thin dispatch is sent the robols 


aro retreating in the direction of 
Calumpit. 


The Filipino troops engaged wore 


wtill uniformed and well drilled. As 
tho campaign progress, the rebel 
troops are improving. 


They are 
adopting 
American 


methods and the arcnrnoy of their 
shooting is evinced by tho fact that 
live Americana wore shot in the 
head. 


General Hale, at 4 o'clock this 


morning, crossed tho river and ad- 
vanced on Calumpit, General Mao- 
Arthur's division also advanced, 
ami nine of tho armored flat cars 
wore pushed ahead on the railroad. 


Tho Kansas regiment advanced 


mi tbo right of tho track and tho 
Montana regiment pushed forward 
on Us left. 


The rebels aro already returning 


to Mftlolos and aro becoming trouble 
some. They lired on an ambulance 
ytjslorday which was passing across 
the plnzt, and they have driven the 
Chinese out.

expected to live. 
A six-year-old 


daughter escaped tho fate of her 
sister by running into the street. 


Oawold and his wife spent last

On their way home Oswold was 
seen to put his arm lovingly about 
his wife's waist and kiss her. Os- 
wold, his wife and their children 
went to their apartments and Mrs, 
Odwold retired. 


At midnight Oswald, began the 


quarrel which ended in the tragedy. 
Edna says that her mother was 
asleop whon Oswold attacked her. 
She says that she saw her father 
advance to the bed and give her 
mother a cut in tho throat. 


This awakened Mrs. Oawold, and 


when she saw her husband standing 
over her, K-lua says her mother 
sprang from tho bed, and seizing 
Gussie, started to run. 
Oswold 


followed and killed his wife and 
daughter.

but she managed to free herself and 
dashed from the house.

to Ihtt City School*. 


At their meeting last evening the 


board of public school trustees de- 
cided to strengthen the corps of 
teachers in the city schools the 
coming year by the addition of two 
new instructors for the eighth 
grade.

Illinois with aii uncle who had given 
him a home. He had very little 
schooling, only a few months, and 
had little opportunity for study un- 
til ho applied himself to the law. 
He accompanied Ins uncle on fre- 
quent migrations, removing from 
Illinois back to Kentucky, then to 
Indiana and again to Illinois, after 
which Richard began to loarn 
the carpwiterH' trade.

age of twenty ho took up the

field, boing licensed to practice the 
following year. He enlisted in the 
Eighth Illinois regiment for tho

He 
enlisted for the civil war and was 
later made colonel of the Eighth 
Illinois.

Washington, April 25.—It is the 


impression to-day that the case of 
Captain Coghlan is losing import- 
ance as the days pass and his action 
is viewed in a more considerate 
light. 


A high official whose advice would 


have much to do with shaping the 
fate of Captain Coghlan says that in 
his opinion the needs of the case 
would be completely met by a sharp 
letter of reprimand addressed to him 
by the navy department if the cap- 
tain admitted he was correctly re- 
ported. 


The German ambassador has not 


communicated with the state depart- 
ment on this subject since yesterday 
and it is believed that the German 
government is now content to await 
the action of the navy department 
without further pressing the matter. 


The view was expressed at tho 


German embassy to-day that the 
Coghlan affair was practically ended 
and that with the administering of 
a reprimand by the navy depart- 
ment the incident would be closed. 


CABINET DISCUSSES IT. 


Washington, April 25.—At the 


cabinet meeting to-day the recent 
utterances of Captain Coghlan, of 
the cruiser Raleigh, were informally 
discussed. 


Secietary Long said he had re- 


ceived a letter on the subject from 
Captain Coghlan. The captain dis- 
claimed any intention of insulting 
the German emperor or Admiral Von 
Dieclrichs, and his remarks on the 
occasion of the Union League club 
banquet were made in the most in- 
formal manner in the company of 
friends, without any thought that 
they would be reported in the public 
press. As they did appear, he said, 
they were exaggerated and distorted 
and he was made to say things 
which he did not utter. 


He claims that under the circum- 


stances his remarks should be re- 
gaulcd as privileged. 


After 
the cabinet meeting ad- 


jouined Secretary Long and Secre- 
tary Hay remained a short time- 
with the president to further discuss 
tho matter. 


It is understood that the captain 


will soon retire from the seivica 
thiough the icgular channel and il 
is, thought that in view of this fact 
nnd further that he rendered distin- 
guished service at the naval engage- 
ment at Manila the authorities will 
show him. as much consideration as 
is consistent with naval discipline. 
Arorduig to arrangements made 
some time apo for the president's 
visit to Philadelphia he will go 
aboard the Raleigh next Friday 
morning as a special compliment to 
Captain Coghlan. Whether under the 
circumstances this part of the pro- 
gram will be changed cannot now bs 
stated.

WAITS A BREAK UP. 


Prospects in Dawson and 


Atlin Fields. 


Alex McDonald and His Bride 


Among the Notables Who 


Traveled the Ice. 


Dear Kditor of THE SKNTINKL :— 


Here, at Bennett, amid the confu- 
sion of barking dogs, braying bur- 
rows and oursing drivers, I am an 
interested witness to the sights that 
oorne with the springtide into the 
Yukon. Bennett City, from a dis- 
fcauoe, looks like a gem setting be- 
tween the mountains which riao on 
its three sides. Its few log build- 
ings and myriads of tonts are pic- 
turesque, if not beautiful. But the 
nearer you get to Bennett the less 
romantic it appears, and when you 
actually arrive within its corporate 
limits you see the uncouth reality 
of the place. But Bennett is at the 
present time the most important 
commercial point in the Yukon 
basin, for it is the dumping place of 
all the freight going into Dawson 
ehis spring, and it is a point where 
averybody stops before going down 
to the lakes and rivers, whether on 
the ioe now or in boats later. It is 
kt Bennett, too, that all the freight 
destined for the Atlin gold fields is 
piled up awaiting the spring break 
up of the ice. 


A year from BOW Bennett City 


will be a much greater center than 
it is now. 
There is unmistabable 


evidence of this. By June 15th, the 
White Pass railway will be running 
its trains to the water front of Lake 
Bennett, which is the head of the 
Yukon basin. 
By that time, too, 


twelve steamers will be plying the 
Yukon for Dawson and the Atlin 
fields. 
Another great strike to- 


wards the prosperity of Bennett, 
and in fact the whole country, is the 
she establishment of a telegraph 
system, an enterprise that has al 
ready been commenced by a large 
force of men who arrived two days 
Ago from Ottawa. 
Many tons of 


wire are arriving daily for the new 
lines which are to be strung from 
Bannett to Dawson and from Daw- 
son to Atlin City, which is about 
seventy-five miles to the northwest 
of this place. 
This line will be run 


from Bennett to Bkaguay across the 
coast range and communication will 
be had with the outside world by 
means of a cable to Victoria. 
All 


of this work is done under the su- 
pervision of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada. 


It is difficult to form an estimate 


of the number of people going into 
the country this spring. 
Bat cer 


tain in is that more provisions and 
merchandise will go to Dawson than 
over before in one season and as far 
as the Atlin fields are concerned it is 
hard to tell where it will stop. Atlin 
will be greatly overdone in every 
line of business. Many regard Atlin 
as a bubble. If this is so the bubble 
will burst before the summer is half 
over and then pity the poor hun- 
dreds of men who built on a false 
hope, for "hungry ruin will have 
them in the wind," 


From now on people will be com- 


ing out over the ioe from Dawson. 
Nearly every one coming out so far 
says that Dawson has been dull all 
winter. Dominion creek, ou which 
so much of Dtiwson's future de- 
pended, is aaid to be turning out 
well. Five hundred men are work- 
ing on American creek, which is 
seventy miles below Dawson. This 
oreok is in American territory, and 
if it turns out well many will leave 
British territory and go over to en- 
joy the more liberal American min- 
ing laws. 


Among the notables who have 


passed through here the past few 
days en route over the ion to Daw- 
son was Alexander McDonald, the 
Klondike king. 
He recently re- 


turned from 
London, England, 


where he went for a double pur- 
pose—one to wed and the other to 
form a big mining company. He 
succeeded iu both undertakings. 
His bride accompanied him on the 
cold trip ovor the ice. Clarence 
and Frank Berry, the rich El Dorado 
mine owners, started in two days 
ago. Antone Stander, who also has 
good interests on Bonanza, went in 
a few days ago, and Captain Ellis, 
also went in to soil out everything 
he owns and then get out of the 
country. 


A word of caution out to be given 


those who come out to this county 
to work for wages. Labor is cheap 
and idle men are plenty. 
The 


White Pass railway pays '•>!> cents an 
hour and each man pays $1 a day 
for board. The saw mills are pay- 
ing $4 a day and exacting $1,50 a 
day for board. The new telegraph 
line employes are receiving $2.50 a 
day and board. Many men who 
were Inred out bere by tbe new 


railroad enterprises are now idle. 
The recent railroad strike set many 
more adrift. 
Some of these men 


are actually penniless. Such a sit- 
uation IB truely to be dreaded, aa 
there ia more chance in the States 
fora man who is "broke," than 
there is out here. AH the hotels at 
Bennett have men working aa dish- 
washers, wood cutters and helpers, 
and pay them nothing bat meals 
and lodging.

WHITE SAVAGES. 


Robert a, Ingersoll Denounces Georgia 


Blob and Their Crime. 


New York, April 25.-Col. Robert 


G. Ingersoll says of the lynchings 
in Georgia: "I suppose these out- 
rages—these frightful crimes—make 
the same impression on my mind 
that they do on the minds of all civ- 
ilized people. I know of no words 
strong1 enough, bitter enough to ex- 
press my indignation and horror 
These horrors were perpetrated in 
the name of justice. The savages 
who did this thing belong to the su- 
perior race. They are citizens of the 
great republic. And yet it does not 
seem possible that such fiends are 
human beings. They are a disgrace 
to our country,our century and the 
human race. 


"Let me say what I have said is 


flattery compared with what I feel 
When I think of the other lynching 
—of the poor man mutilated and 
hanged without the slightest evi 
deuce, of the negro who said that 
murders would be avenged and who 
was brutally murdered for the ut 
terance of a natural feeling—-I am 
utterly at a loss for words. Are the 
white people insane? Has mercy 
fled to beasts? Has the United 
States no power to protect a citizen' 
A nation that cannot or will not pro 
tect its citizens in time of peace has 
no right to ask its citizens to protec 
it in time of war."

of calmness and humanity. 
The 


savagery ot rape ought not to be 
followed by the savagery of the 
torch with a human being, however 
depraved, as the objaot of the fren 
zted incendiarism. 
With obvious 


difference, the mob that burned the 
negro in Georgia was as savage as 
the negro himself, and therm lies 
the danger of usurping the due and 
orderly 
processes 
of 
justice. 


Granted that the man ought to be 
killed, it was not for the mob to tor- 
ture him to death 


The savage and atrocious manner 


in which a body of Georgians went 
about the business of punishing the 
savagery of a negro taper is a dis- 
tinct disgrace to the state, the civi-
